The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not appear to teach encoding multiple successive MPEG-4 PROTO 
params fields of an MPEG-4 BIFS stream for transmission of one or more impulse 
responses associated with a coded audio signal as specifically recited in claims 1, 6, 
and 11 and 

Applicant's argument pages 12-13 of the appeal brief filed 9/23/10 is persuasive 
that it would not have been obvious, based on the prior art of record, to combine MPEG- 
4 PROTO params fields of an MPEG-4 BIFS stream with transmission of one or more

impulse responses associated with a coded audio signal as specifically recited in claims 
1, 6, and 11 is persuasive.
